H.M.S, Pelorus arrived at Hong Kong on 25th September , 
with dates from Yokohama to 16th, or five days Jater, but 
there is no news of any importance. The Pelorus reports the 
outward mail of July 26th going in as she left port. 

Four men belonging to H.M.’s 9th Regiment arrived at Hong 
Kong in the Pelorus from Yokohama, to undergo a term (18 
months) of imprisonment in Victoria Gaol for having attacked 
and robbed the Japanese mail in the interior of the country. 
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CHINA. 
TIENTSIN, 


The correspondent of the North China Herald writes :— 

Since writing to you on the morning of the 6th September 
we have been put in possession of further and more accurate 
news regarding the outbreak at the town of Wangkeakow, 99 li 
from Tientsiv. It appears that it was a body of mounted 
robbers, or rebels as people choose to name them, who first 
commenced the outbreak by plundering the money shops and 
pawnbrokers’ hongs, and who were finally aided by the starving 
people to plunder the opulent inhabitants generally. Consider- 
able fright was created amongst the people in Tientsin city and 
suburbs by the collecting and despatching of troops during the 
night of the 3rd. The number of rebels who were reported to 
have appeared at Wangkeakow was at first greatly exaggerated, 
and the inhabitants of Tientsin were led to think that a large 
body of rebels were close at hand and were meditating an ad- 
vance on Tientsin; hence the fright and great excitement 
during the whole of the night in question among the Tientsin 
people, It appears that, on the troops reaching Wangkea- 
kow a few shots were exchanged with the rebels, after which the 
latter mounted their horses and went westward, the Imperial 
legions being left masters of the field. They accordingly de- 
clare themselves victors in the battle of Wangkeakow. 


CHEFOO. 

A correspondent writes from this port as follows :—It is 
reported that, in forcing their way through the Imperialist 
lines, the rebels seduced 10,000 Imperial soldiers to join them ; 
but inasmuch as they did not pass through the said lines at 
all, but escaped by the sea, this rumour is open to question ; 
though it is quite probable that a smaller body may have 
deserted to them. The commander of the renegades is said 
to have committed suicide. The Taotai has spread ‘a report 
that the rebels have gone to Nganhwei, but certain news has 
been received here of their being near Tsinan And as there 
are more insurgents close by there, matters are not likely to 
improve. It is a question whether the rebels will now go back 
to Honan or march northward towards the capital. There are 
rumours that Li-hung-chang has attacked and beaten them 
near Tsinan; but nobody believes it, as the Taotai would be 


‘| only too glad to announce the fact, instead of saying that they 


had gone to Ngavhwei. It is a critical moment for the 
Chinese Government, as strong bands of independent banditti 
are roaming} through Pecheli, with whom the Houan Nienfei 
may at any moment join, and place the capital itself in danger. 
Although things are kept pretty close at Peking, it is known 
that the foreign Ministers do not speak of helping the Chinese 
Government. 
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Contrary to most prognostications we have had in the form 
of§weather, nothing scarcely but rain sinoe I last wrote to you ; 
and the roads iv town and out of it have almost become im- 
passable. Consequently the few traders here have not moved 
abroad, and there has literally been no business done in im- 
ports. I understand that now all hopes are given up of gather- 
ing in a pea and buckwheat crop, owing to too much rain and 
cool weather. Last night the thermometer fell to 61 Fahr., 
and it has evidently become colder in Mongolia, as the wild 
fowl are beginning already to appear from thence at Tientsin. 
I have heard nothing further regarding the large body of rebels 
which lately left Shantung province for the westward. 

HANKOW. 

The following is the decision of the Consular Court on the 
bankruptcy of Mackellar and Co., which is to the effect that the 
net profits in the business, personal and family expenses 
excepted, of J. Mackellar and W. G. Gordon, or salary, emolu- 
ments, and after-acquired property of the same, be equally 
divided between the bankrupts and their creditors for four years, 

In re Macketiak & Co.'s Banxrurtcy, Sept. 16th. 

This cese of John Mackellar and William Grant Gordon (trading 
under the firm or title of Mackellar & Co.) is an exceedingly difficult 
and very responsible case. We have studied the evidence, and arrive at 
the following facts. 

In the first place, the forcign firms, ‘foreign, and Chinese banks, and 
the Chinese tea brokers, who kept Mackellar and Co. up in their specula- 
tions and trade, are directly responsible for the fact of their bankruptcy ; 
but there were other firms, banks, and brokers which did not do so, and 
they are, of course, irresponsible. At the very outset of our reasons for 
judgment, we stigmatise, in conformity with the evidence adduced, with 
the utmost severity, those foreign firms, those foreign and Chinese banks, 
and those Chinese tea brokers, who allowed, nay, assisted, Mackellar and 
Co. to trade and to speculate far above the capital of the firm or of any 
Means at the firm’s command. We can scarcely wonder at William 
Grant Gordon's (the partner of the firmJin China) want of judgment, when 
the foreign firms, foreign and Chinese banks, and Chinese tea brokers, 
absolutely encouraged and abetted his rash speculations, with loans, orders, 
and goods. The law, of course, is unable to take hold of them, and it 
must rest with their own consciences to affirm the morality or the reverse 
of such flagrant, unwarrantabie and unbusinesslike proceedings. 

In the second place, we object to the way in which Mackeliar and Co.'s 
subsidiary books were kept, but as to the principal books we have no fault 
to find. The cash book was deficient in information, and if the court had 
not appointed a first-rate accountant to write up the books so it would 
have remained. No securities for loans, no records of godown orders, no 
files of these godown orders, were at all to be had, for the very sound 
reason that none were kept. W.G. Gordon, partner of Mackellar and 
Co.'s firm in China, replies to this objection by saying that among twenty 
or more constituents such labours as keeping accounts of his securities and 
filing his godown orders was unnecessary. But if the business had worked 
smoothly and satisfactorily, such information as this could have been fur- 
pished at small expense. The principal books, however, are in proper 
order, and the learned counsel who opposed for the majority 
of creditors ‘‘had no charge against Gordon for false entries 
in his books.” But Mr. Evans, creditors’ assignee, asserted 
in his evidence that, “on behalf of the majority of creditors 
I have given you (the learned counsel) authority to oppose Mr. Gordon 
getting his discharge, until such time as the accounts are thoroughly ex- 
plained.” The only accounts that require explanation is the cash-book, 
and that the accountant has done; and the bill-book, and that the ac- 
countant could not co. The securities and the godown orders are lacking 
in information, because no information was kept. Gordon did not only 
keep this information in 1867, '66, or ’65, in the background but he has 
kept this information back in his business as a general rule. However 
flagrant such a proceeding may be (I am informed by certain merchants 
that such proceedings are not unusual in China), I cannot prevent myself 
from thinking that Mr. Evans has adjourned Mr. Gordon's discharge to the 
‘‘ Ides of March,” for explanation cannot be given, as no information has 
been kept. We are sorry to differ from one of the assignees, but we cannot 
assent to the proposal. 

In the third place, we have studied the evidence, and are convinced that 
W. G. Gordon’s speculations betray, not fraud or any criminal misde- 
meanor, but want of judgment. His land speculations; his purchases of 
teas in previous years at 2 or 3 taels per picul above every other merchant 
in the place, and that too in a falling market at Shanghai and at home; 
his purchases of tea this season—the immediate cause of Mackellar and 
Co.'s bankruptcy ; and even the keeping of his books expose a mind not 
lacking-in force of character or want of will, but in business-like judg- 
ment. A man surrounded by difficulties such as Gordon was, ought to have 
stopped long ago, although no pressure had been exerted against the firm. 
The firms who assisted Gordon said nothing, the banks said nothing, the 
Chinese said nothing, during the whole of his career till now. It was im- 
possible for Gordon during the last two years not to know he was in diffi- 
culties, and that unless trade revived, of which there was no visible 
prospect, insolvency must come as a matter of course. Whenever he 
found himself in difficulties, not anticipating the future, he ought to have 


ped. 

In the fourth place, we think Gordon has committed a most grievous 
fault—he traded recklessly; but, according to the evidence, there is no 
reason for accusing him of any criminal charge; no fraud, no misde- 
meanor under the Bankruptcy Act, has been proved against him. We 
will not imprison him ; that would be a sentence of revenge; as he has 
been guilty of no criminal charge there is a far better plan of punishing a 
bankrupt—that is, to attach his property for a specific period. Our 
judgment, therefore, is, that the assets, public and private, of John 
Mackellar and William Grant Gordon be distributed among the creditors 
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pro rata; that a dischatge be granted to the bankrupts, coupled with the 
condition that for four years the net profits in the business, personal and 
family expenses excluded, of John Mackellar and William Grant Gordon, 
or the salary, emoluments, and properties hereafter acquired by the same, 
be divided into two portions, one half to go to the said bankrupts, and one 
half to go to the creditors; the half to go to tae creditors to be appor- 
tioned pro ruta. 

In case of appeal the bankrupts to have the legal fees out of their 


present estate.

KIUKIANG. 

The following‘account of a fracas alluded to in our Shanghai 
news is from the Hankow Times of Sept. 16 :— 

There are few of our readers who have not, when visiting our 
neighbours at Kiukiang, spent a few pleasant hours at the 
Lushan Hills; and many have been the regrets that we in 
Hankow had not a similar rauge of mountains in our immediate 
vicinity, where, in the delightful weather which precedes and 
follows the extreme heat of summer, we could snatch a few 
hours from the dull monotony of business routine and the 
sameness of our sandy plain. 

In the spring of the present year a company was formed at 
Kiukiang to build and furnish a bungalow at the Loong Tarn 
—a small land-locked pool in one of the most beautiful gorges 
of the Lushan Hills, about eight miles distant from Kiukiang 
—to which the subscribers and their friends might go and 
pass a few days. Due arrangements were made with the pro- 
prietors of the land and building was commenced. Some 
amount of -trouble was experienced in getting the house com- 
pleted through the opposition of a wealthy landholder, living 
about two miles distant ; and the subject, we are informed, was 
the occasion of several communications between the Taoutai 
and one of the leading promoters of the scheme. H,B.M. 
Consul was also we believe, addressed on the matter. 

H.E. the Taouiai, however, finding that entreaties and even 
threats were ineffective to induce the Kiukiang residents to 
abandon their privileges and their property, another course was 
pursued, and onc of the head men of the small village adjacent 
was seize and bambooed. He has been left in prison ; and we 
understand that another victim has been seized and punished 
—doubtless with the object of raising the animosity of the in- 
habitants of the village. 

On Sunday morning last the object of the mandarins was 
obtained ; for a party of four excursionists—two Englishmen, 
an American, and a Frenchman, whilst quietly having their 
early breakfast, preparatory to starting back to Kiukiang, were 
attacked by between 60 and 70 men, with spears, sticks, and 
stones, and forcod to make a hasty flight along the edge of the 
mountain stream, along which their pursuers followed them for 
nearly three miles. We are glad to learn that no serious per- 
sonal injury was inflicted; but the bungalow has been razed, 
and its contents looted. 

We most sincerely hope that the matter will be taken up by 
the representatives of the several nationalities to which the 
assailed party belong. We learn that a French gunboat may 
shortly be expected in Kiukiang on her way hither, and we 
hope that H.I.M. Consul will, in conjunction with the British 
and American Consuls, obtain ample compensation and satis- 
faction for the injuries done, and for the insults offered. 


SHANGHAL 

The dates are down to the 21st September, the latest mail 
from London being the 26th July. Telegraphic advices via 
Kiachta had been received to the 23rd August. 

The Customs returns had been issued, and show an increase 
in the total value of the trade of Shanghai during the year of 
5,000,000 taels over that of the previous year, and this not- 
withstanding a falling off of 4,000,000 taels in the value of 
exports, so that the imports show an excess over 1865 of 
9,000,000. The decrease is principally attributable to a falling 
off of 9,000 piculs in the value of silk exported, though this 
was partially counterbalanced by an increase of 27,000 piouls 
in the export of tea. The total value of imports from foreign 
countries, exclusive of treasure and minus re-exports, amounted 
to 44,768,516 taels, and that of exports to 25,324,670, giving 
an aggregate of 70,000,000 taels. 

The monthly return of trade at Shanghai for June shows an 
increase of Grey Shirting, from 141,470 pieces, in 1866, to 
194,160 ; from 9,170 to 25,094 in Chintzes and Furnitures ; 
from 21,098 to 56,114 in Lastings ; and from 2,000 to 7,000 
tons of coal. White Shirtings fell from 45,952 to 27,249 
pieces; Camlets from 11,023 to 9,199 ; Long Ells from 12,550 
to 9,300. The import of Hankow black tea was 96,653 piouls 


egainst 37,274, and of Kiukiang 16,221 against 9,417; while 
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46,457 piculs were exported. The total amount collected by 
the Customs during the month was 201,990 taels. 

We (North China Herald) alluded last week to the fact of 
the Dartmouth having picked up the deserted barque Siam, 
laden with beancake, outside the light ship. The circumstances 
of the abandonment of this vessel are li! ely to form the sub- 
ject of judicial inquiry ; and in the mecntime the officers and 
crew have been imprisoned by the Bremen Consul. The Dart- 
mouth has lodged a claim for salvage against the Siam, and 
handed her over, in the meantime, in custody of the English 
Admiralty Court; though we presume, as her owners are a 
Bremen firm, any claim concerning her will eventually be tried 
before the Bremen Consul, As the cargo was swelling and 
threatening to burst the vessel, it has been landed. It is, we 
believe, chiefly owned by Hong Kong Chinese 

An amusing‘instance of the paternal care exercised over 
their subjects by Chinese officials has cccurred. <A case of 
stabbing was brought before the Mixed Court, in which one 
party had been so gravely injured, that his life was in immi- 
nent danger. The Che-haien was consequently requested to 
take down his ‘deposition speedily. Being unable to come at 
once, the latter sent a deputy to examine him in the mean- 
time, together with a packet of expensive Chinese medicine 
‘known as the “seven cash powder,” which, he said, would 
support and cheer the sufferer during the interval. It is 
needless to say that the latter was not crammed with the 
nauseous mixture, aud the would-be examiner was turned in- 
continently out of the hospital. Yet, strange to say, there is 
a fair prospect of the patient’s recovery. 

The quarterly missionary mecting was held on the evening 
of the 13th Sept., when an interesting paper on “ Ancestral 
Worship in China” was read by the Rev. Mr. Yates. 

A brutal assault was committed in the police-court, which 
was promptly and severely punished by the sitting magis- 
trate} The ‘captain of a vessel in harbour had summoned 
two sailors for refusal of duty. While in the witness-box, 
giving evidence, one fof the two edged gradually towards the 
box, and making a sudden spring struck him a violent blow 
in the face. He has been committed to prison for six mouths. 

Chinkiang residents} have been gratified by the discovery of 
coal near the port, which it is hoped may be worked with 
advantage. 

A serious attack has been made at Kiukiang on some gentle- 
men who were picnicing at a bungalow belonging to one of the 
number, a few miles out of the settlement. ‘he local man- 
darin appears to have been a party to the outrage. 

Customs Norirication.—The Commissioner of Customs 
having communicated with the Inspector-General ou the subject 
of the Chincse Pilotage Regulations, thé undersigned has been 
instructed to state that the said Regulations, published on the 
22nd of April, 1867, for all the Treaty Ports, and notified here 
on the 26th day of July last, and which Regulations have been 
approved of and assented to by their excellencies the represen- 
tatives of France, the United States, Prussia, Russia, and Great 
Britain, the treaty-power Ministers resident at Pckiug, will be 
in force at Shanghai on and after the 1st of October next, after 
which day pilotage in the adjacent waters can only be carried on 
by persons licensed at this port in accordance with Article 6 of 
the said Regulations.—Jamzs Brown, Deputy-Commissioner of 
Customs in Charge. Office of Mauritime Customs, Shanghai, 
September 20th, 1867.

The estate of Smith, Kennedy, and Cu. has been taken out 
of the Court and will be wourd up under inspection: A maeet- 
ing is announced for the 18th September at Kiukiang, of 
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creditors of Hay and Co., merchants of that port, and declared 
bankrupt. Mr. Medhurst, the Consul at Hankow, was in 
Shanghai, in reference to the judgment of the Court in the 
case of E. A. Reynolds. 

In addition to the above notification from the Customs the 
following has been issued :— 

Whereas it is provided by the China and Japan Order in Council 1865, 
Sections 84, 85, 86, that if any British subject violates or fails to observe 
any treaty stipulation, he shall be liable on conviction to a penalty not 
exceeding the penalty stipulated for in the treaty. 

And whereas it is also provided that Her Majesty’s Minister in China 
may from time to time make regulations for the peace, order, and yood 
government of British subjects resorting to or resident in China, and tor 
the observance of treaty stipulations, and for the maintenance of friendly 
relations between British subjects and Chinese subjects and authorities, 
and may by such regulations impose certain penalties. 

And whereas certain regulations, having been duly promulgated under 
date April 24th, 1867, entitled ‘“* Chinese Pilotage Regulations,” with the 
said Minister’s senction and authority, and declared urgent, with order to 
give them full effect in the several consular districts in one month after the 
date on which they shall have been affixed and kept exhibited in the public 
offices of the consular officers. 

And whereas by Article 10 of the aforesaid regulations it is enacted that 
any one piloting without a licence, or making use of another's licence, 
shall be subject to prosecution before his own authorities, who will deal 
with the offender in accordance with the laws of his country ; and any 
pilot lending his licence will be proceeded against and dealt with in the 
same way, in addition to forfeiting his licence. 

Be it now ordered that if any British subject in China violates or fails 
to observe this Article X. of the aforesaid ** Chinese Pilotage Regula- 
tions,” it shall be competent to Her Majesty’s Consular officers, on con- 
viction, to punish such offenders by a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 

And the foregoing; regulation, being hereby declared urgent, shall take 
full effect in the several Consular districts in one month after the date on 
which it shall have been affixed and kept exhibited in the public offices of 
the Consular officers, and so remain in force until disapproved by Her 
Majesty, such disapproval to be signitied and made public in the manner 
provided by Section 85 of the said Order in Council.

The steamer Courier lately despatched from Glasgow under 
Russian colours is announced to leave Hong |Kong for Yoko- 
hama on the 28th Sept.; consignees, Russell and Co. 

The barque Amy Douglas was lost about 40 or 50 miles to 
the northward of Hong Kong, in the Jate typhoon. Only one 
of the crew, a Malay, was saved, and his right arm was broken. 
He was picked up by a Chiuese pilot boat, while he was floating 
about on a log and brought to Hong Kong. ‘The Amy Douglas 
left on Sunday the 8th Sept., at daylight, for Amoy; in the 
course of the afternoon, fell in with the typhoon which carried 
away masts, sails, and rudder; the vessel consequently lay at 
the mercy of the waves,—went down at 2 a.m. on the 9th. 
The name of the captain was Wolfi, a German. 

The Veritas is loading coolies for Surinam, and will be de- 
spatched about the middle of October. The Veritas has now a 
hundred and fifty of these emigrants on board, and is expected 
to make up her full complement of three hundred, but in the 
meantime, although the generality of them are quiet enough, 
some discontented spirits have been repeatedly clamouring for 
their advance, and the interpreter heard two of them hatching 
a plot to take the vessel and murder the crew two days after 
leaving port. 

The Harbour-master announoes for sale the hulk Royal Saxon, 
by tender, on Sept. 30. 

A correspondent writes :—“ Canton, Sept. 24.—Whilst the 
late typhoon and the magnolias of the Old Factory garden form 
the subject of after dinner chat amongst the foreign community, 
our Celestial friends seem to have a more fiery topic of conver- 
sation amongst them. In the forenoon to-day (Tuesday) 
another alarm of fire was given, which in the natural order of 
things set the Honamites in motion in order to ascertain the 
position of the devouring element. A run up the roofs of the 
shaky ‘ shauties and pack-houses’ at the risk of tumbling down 
headlong, disclosed the painful spectacle of a blazing fire on the 
back part of Honam; such an one that only our Yeh would have 
rejoiced at, for it js a well-known fact that, after the destruction 
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of the factories in 1856, his Excellency’s digestion was con- 
siderably improved, and his night's reat was undisturbed from 
Admiral Seymour’s nocturnal game at shells. The fire seems 
to have originated in a large tea stores whilst a quantity of tea 
was undergoing the process of firing, and as it was blowing at 
the time almost half a gale of wind from the north, the flames 
goon communicated to the adjourning premises used as tea- 
stores, likewise, resulting in the total destruction of the, building 
with their respective contents. The teas thus destroyed are 
stated to have been of the description of Orange Pekoes, Capers 
and Cavton Greens, entailing a loss on their proprietary of one 
lakh of dollars or thereabout. Once more the promptness and 
dexterity of Chinese firemen deserve to be commendably no- 
ticed, for had it not been for them the consequences would have 
been more serious. The fire at Cheongtam reported in my 
communication of the 20th ultimo, is stated to have devastated 
property to the extent of thirty lakhs of dollars.” 

One of the P. and O. Company’s stewards named Thomas 
Fenn, committed suicide by jumping overboard from the 
steamer Delhi. 

In our latest telegrams another typhoon at Hong Kong is 
announced, and it appears by the state of the atmosphere on 
the 26th Sept. that it was expected. 

A general meeting of the Foochow community was held on 
the 9th Sept., to receive the report of the committee ap- 
pointed to deliberate upon Treaty alterations. Amongst other 
matter, the establishment of the Le-kin system upon a proper 
footing, the reduction of the duty on tea, and the opening up 
of the mineral resources of China are to be forcibly urged upon 
H. M. Minister. 

Mr. Swinhoe, of H. B. M. Consular service, has lately paid an 
official visit to the Pescadores, to report on the quality of coal 
existing there ; and that he has spoken of it unfavourably. 
Mr. Swinhoe is, we believe, likely to visit Hainan so soon as 
Mr. Pedder’s return to Amoy relieves him from his duties at 
that?port, with a view to report on the advisability of opening 
it up to foreign trade. At present, the general impression of 
the island, us a mart, is unfavourable, ; 

t- We (China Mail) understand upon good authority that the 
company who work the gambling farm have up to date lost 
something like four thousand dollars, so that thus far it has not 
been a profitable speculation.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


aye SINGAPORE, 

The latest date is the 4th of October, or two days earlier 
than given in the P. and O. time table. 

The Straits Times says:—A brief comparison which we 
made in our last between the cost of administration of the 
colony while under India, and as it is now under the colonial 
system, showed that the latter only exceeds the former by a 
marginal difference. The increase, which is considerable, in 
the cost of civil establishments is compensated by the reduction 
in the amount of our military contribution ; and if the revenue 
keeps equal to that of previous years, there are no grounds to 
fear for the financial condition of the Settlements. The revenue 
is consequently a subject of the first solicitude, and as its rise 
or fall is chiefly deperdeut upon the rentals of the opium and 
other excise farms which have been periodically sold by auction, 
these latter must be carefully dealt with. There are numerous 
objections to the open-auction method of sale, such as the 
chances of combination or of intimidation ; and we believe it is 
the intention of the Government to dispose of them for the 
future by tender. The lease of the chief farm, that of opium, 
expired in April last, but has been continued temporarily to the 
previous holder at the same rent, owing to the recent change in 
Government ; and it is expected that a considerable advance 
will be bid for it as soon as it is again put up to competition. 
The present rent is about £50,000 a year. 

The report!which we lately alluded to, that it was the intention 
of Government to abolish the Municipal Councils at the three 
Settlements, is incorrect so, far as that at Singapore is concerned, 
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The visit of the Raja of Kedah to Singapore has resulted 
in the conclusion of the long-pending negotiation opened by 
Colonel Man for the rectification of the Eastern boundary of 
Province Wellesley by an agreement fixing the boundary by a 
straight line drawn from the Muda Pillar to the most eastern 
point of Bukit Martajam and a line continued thence along the 
rank of hills to Bukit Panchur and the Krian. The Raja in 
modification of our treaty with Siam, which provides for the 
importation of provisions from Kedal into this settlement, free 
of duty, is to acquire the right of levying a duty of a dollara 
head on cattle, $8 a coyan on rice, $4 a coyan on paddy, and 
$1 a hundred on poultry so imported. This isa much more 
valuable concession to him than he makes to us.

TEA. 

Suancnal.—Black Teas: During the earlier part of the fortnight, the 
market for Congous was very quiet, and the continued discouraging advices 
from home caused buyers to make lower offers. Thereupon a few pur- 
chases were made actually at London rates, but this reduction has been 
lost, and late settlements show an advance of one tael on last mail’s quota- 
tions. Business has again been confined to medium Ningchows and 
Oonams, very few Oopacks being on offer. Settlements have been as 
follows :—5,900 chests common to fair Hohow and Oonam, at 15'to 20 tls., 
Ild. to Is. 2id.; 7,500 chests fair to medium Ningchow and 
Oopack, at 17.2. to 23.7.5 tis., 1s. O4d. to Is. 44d. Green Teas: 
There has been a good business done in new Teenkais and Fychows, chiefly 
for the London market, at about one tael under previous rates. Several 
chops of the former have been taken by two English firms for shipment 
to the States at from tls. 38 to 42; but American buyers do not seem 

to follow at these prices, which, taking the proportions of the 
chops into consideration, are only two taels under last season's opening 
rates. Pingsueys have been in fair demand at rather easier prices, but the 
quality is undesirable. Only a few chops Moyune have arrived, but large 
supplies were expected. e settlements comprise—2,100 half-chests 
Fychow, fair to good, tis.

Hanxow.—A moderate business had been done, the bulk of purchases 
consisting of common to fair Oopacks and a few Oonams, at 14 to 15 tls. 
per picul. The discouraging news from home had not caused a decline of 
more than one-half to one tael, for the teamen showed no anxiety to force 
sales. Settlements of common Oonams were few in number at about for- 
mer rates. Quotations: Oopacks, fair to medium, Is. ld. to ls. 23d. per 
lb. ; Oonams, fair Oonfa, Is. 13d. to 1s. 2d. per lb.; do., common to fair, 
114d, to Is.

Foocuow.—Cougou: The market continued inanimate during the early 
part of the fortnight, since when, we have to report a large business for 

th England and Australia. Prices have ruled very irregularly, but the 
anxiety of teamen to realise has resulted in favour of buyers. We quote 
a decline of 1 tael. Souchongs: Unchanged; Pekoe: The bulk of the 
settlements are for Bombay; Oolong: Arrivals are in excess of last 
season.

3d.) showing a reduction of 1 to 14 taels per picul on 
former rates. As usual, most of the teas had been shipped on Shanghai, 
and the stock on the market amounted to 2,800 packages. Green Teas: 
Arrivals from the country had been on a large scale, and some 20,000 

kages were in stock. Buyers had been holding off for low rates, but 
at the last moment the settlement of 400 packages of tine Moyune at 33 
taels (equal to 40 taels in Shanghai) was reported, which would probably 
encourage the Teamen to hold firmly. 

CanTon.—Canton Congous have been taken moderately at lower 
prices, the reduction being about 2 tls, per picul. Scented Teas: Scented 
Capers have been in saad demand, and 13,500 boxes have found pur- 
chasers at 1]}°to 25 tls. per pete These prices may also be considcred 
2 tls. below those ruling at the date of our last report.

SuancHal.—The circular of Mr. Holdsworth states :—There has again 
been an extensive business transacted in this market, and the settlements 
are estimated at full 2,500 bales, consisting chiefly of chops and market 
Tsatlees. Prices paid have been very irregular ; early in the mail, owing 
to the limited business then being transacted, purchases were made at 
about the same or rather easier rates than those ruling at the previous 
mail, but owing to the subsequent receipt of news from the interior, ad~ 
vising higher prices still ruling there for good silks, coupled with the arrival 
of telegrams from Home reporting the opening price for chop 3 Tsatlees 
to be 28s. per Ib., rates here advanced, and as the Chinamen perceived the 
demand to be chiefly for chops and the higher classes, and the stock of 
these descriptions being very limited, they increased their prices until they 
succeeded in establishing an advance of fully 10 to 20 taels over last 
mail's rates for these particular grades; the lower classes, on the other 
hand, can be purchased at prices showing a decline on those paid last 
mail.

ComMerciaL INTERCOURSE WITH JAPAN.—Her Majesty’s secretary 
of embassy at Japan, in his report on the trade and commerce of J ; 
gives the result of inquiries which he made on the occasion of the late 
visit of the foreign representatives to Osaka and Hiogo. ‘“ These ports are 
situated within 20 miles of each other, and about 365 miles by sea from 
Yokohama, on the northern shore of a deep bay on the south coast of the 
island of Nippon. A large portion of the native produce which finds its 
way into the hands of the merchants and shopkeepers of Osaka consists 
originally of the rents received by the daimios or large landed proprietors 
from the rural population in the surrounding dietricts. During last year 
1,967 junks of 200 kokus burden and upwards entered the city of Osaka. 
Of these 1,843 belonged to merchants, while the remaining 124 sag 
to daimios. The merchants and small traders are divided into about 
guilds. Each guild is composed of a number of merchants engaged in 
some one particular branch of business; thus, there may be a Rice 
Merchants’ Guild, a Metalfounders’ Guild, or a Silk Merchants’ Guild, 
While at Osaka I received an invitation to pay a visit to the Foreign 
Goods Merchants’ Guilds. They informed me that their business 
has increased very much since the arrival of the foreigners eight 
years ago, but especially during the last year. Though they complained 
of the late rise of prices, owing to the depreciation of the ichibu, th 
stated that this was more than compensated for by the ceimraaad: 
and daily increasing, desire of the Japanese to obtain foreign 
articles, in consequence of which goods are now eagerly bought up, 
almost as soon as landed in Osaka. Until quite recently mose 
of their goods were brought from Nagasaki, but the Jast year or twe 
a brisk trade has sprung up with Yokohama, from which plaee they 
now obtain the larger portion of their supplies. There can be little doubt 
that the foreign settlement of Hiogo ( Kobé¢), taken in connection with that 
of Osaka, will prove an important trading port. The wo are almost essen— 
tial to each other. Without Hiogo foreign shipping would have no safe 
anchorage—no raeans of lading and unlading. Without Osaka the 
foreign merchant at Hiogo would find himself exposed to the same 
drawbacks—the same isolation, of which there has been so much 
complaint at Yokohama. With Osaka as well as Hiogo thrown 
open; with our merchants established almost in the heart of the 
city, able to receive natives in their own houses, or to go and find them 
out in theirs, it will be impossible for the officers of the Government 
to keep up that surveillance and exercise that interference of which they 
have been so frequently accused elsewhere. Large sea-junks arrive daily 
from distant parts of Japan freighted with merchandise for Osaka. This 
they have to unload into cargo-boats, which carry it up the river. Our 
ships must follow somewhat the same plan. It may be an expensive and s 
troublesome one, but it will not place our merchants at a disadvantage as 
compared with the natives. Nearly every bale of English cotton now 
selling in Osaka has been shipped at Nagasaki or Yokohama, purchased 
by the native agent, shipped in a junk, and transferred into smaller boats 
off the Osaka. With silk and tea for their homeward freights, with a new 
and cxtensive market for their imports, and with a supply of fair coal at 
hand for their steamers, there appears to be no reason why the foreign 
settlements at Osaka and Hiogo should not become as large aad thriving 
as those in any other part of Japan.” ; 

Tre “ Sincaporg.”—The story of the Singapore's wreck, says the 
Daily Telegraph, is a disaster, and not a tragedy, simply because the boats 
were kept ready, and could be lowered the moment they were wanted. 
If, as usually happens on certain passenger ves:els, the plugs had been 
mislaid, the sea!s covered with gear and rubbish, the falls knotted or out 
of reach, and nothing ‘ ship-shape and Bristol fashion,” a hundred or more 
lives would probably have been fost, and we should have deplored the dis- 
tressing ‘‘ accident.” This word wants to be sent into etymological exile f 
Innocent enough in its Latin sense, ite English use has been to cover up 
laziness, imbecility, and neglect with excuses. ‘ Accident” is our 
expression for what might have been prevented, as Chance is our vocable 
for causes which we cannot comprise and name. Both ought to be con- 
demned to grammatical death on the spot, by the fact that the compart- 
ments of the Singapore kept her for awhile afloat though her side was 
stove in, and that her boats, which were ready when wanted, did their 
function of rescue. 

NaRgow EscaPE oF THE CzaRn.—The report which spread two 
months ago of a dangerous illness of the Czar arose from an acciden 
which befel him while staying at Livadia, his Crimean summer residence, 
His Majesty was entering the dining-room with his family and suite, when 
at the moment of stepping over the thresbhold the ceiling fell down. In 
another instant the Imperial family must have been crushed in its fall. The 
shock was very great.

Even the Scheldt question has entered into a 
phase that will not disturb those friendly relations any more, so that Bel- 
gium will no longer protest against the damming up of the Kaster 
Scheldt, which in a very short time will be a fait accompli, the public 
works being nearly finished.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 


{FBOM OUR OWN CORBESPONDENT. ) 
HambBeurG, November 13. 


The Russian Bulletin of Laws gives official notice that the Emperor has 
issued orders to abandon the quarantine to which raw cotton was hitherto 
subjected at the Russian frontier on arrival from Khiva, Khokand, and 
other parts of Central Asia, passing through the Custom-houses of Oren- 
burg and Siberia. 

The Minister for the navy has chartered four vessels from the house of 
Messrs. Pallisen to convey 8,500 kools of flour to the Amoor. They are 
taking in their cargo with all despatch, and will sail from Cronstadt at tre 
end of this week. 

The Central Commission, appointed by the Russian Government to draw 
up the proposed alterations in the tariff, is to meet at St. Petersburg this 
day, being the 1st of November, old style. 

The Siberian Messenger complains of the low state of education in the 
province from the want of a sufficient number of teachers, who are 80 badly 
paid that men of education find no inducement to devote themselves to the 
profession, and can make a better livelihood with greater facility in some 
other career. There are only 560 clementary schools in the whole pro- 
vince, with 12,178 scholars, whilst there is room for more than double 
those figures. It concludes by expressing a hope that the Government 
will send out a number of properly qualified teachers, under contract to 
act as such for a certain numbe. of years. 

One day last week the splendid African elephant in the St. Petersburg 
Zoological Gardens fell suddenly ill and expired the same evening. It was 
a great favourite of the public, being quite tame, and taught to perform 
many ingenious tricks. It had cost 5,000 roubles. 

On the arrival of tha Japanese troupe of jugglers in this city by steamer 
they proceeded on at once to Berlin, where they gave several performances, 
then went to Magdeburg, and thence came here, and are now gone to 
Vienna. During their stay at Berlin one of the party—Hang-Son by 
name—fell ill, and was left behind in the Catholic Hospital, and whilst the 
company were performing in this city intelligence was received of hig 
death ; his brother remaining with him to the last. As this was the first 
native of Japan that had ever died at the ‘‘ centre of German intelligence 
and civilisation ”"—as the inhabitants of Berlin love to call their city, 
though in this instance they might have added ‘religious intolerance "— 
the question arose as to where he should be buried. The Catholic clergy 
resolutely refused him admission to their cemetery on the ground of his 
being a heathen, and I regret to add that the same refusal was made on 
the part of several Protestant burial grounds, so that nothing remained but 
to inter the corpse in the public cemetery of the poor-house, when at length 
the authorities of the suburb of Dorothiastadt were induced to allow the 
corpse to be buried in their Protestant cemetery. As the funeral took place 
on the 1st inst., which is one of the great Catholic Saints’ days (All Saints’ 
Day), the Catholic community was very numerously represented in thelr 
cemetery, which is just opposite the abeve-named Protestant one, and it 
therofore created much curiosity and caused a rush to witness the inter- 
ment, but the corpse was buried without any religious ceremonies. The 
‘ pig-tail ” of the deceased was cut off by his brother and deposited in a 
white satin bag, which was packed up in &n ornamented box to be sent 
home to Japan, and buried in native earth. This death, though purely 
accidental, as the deceased was always weak and sickly, but would never- 
thelegs not be persuaded to stay at home, will cost tho director a deal of 
money. This gentleman is a German by birth, and has been for several 
years an officer in the Japanese military service so that he is well ae- 
quainted with the manners and customs as well as the language of the 
people. Before he could obtain permission to take the company out of the 
country he had to deposit a heavy sum as security for bringing them all back 
again. A part of this will now be forfeited. He also had to submit to 
other very onerous conditions, one of which was to pay them all in the in- 
terests of their families the remuneration of each for a whole year in ad- 
vance, and as there was no opportunity to ship them he had to charter a 
vessel on purpose. He has given orders to have a handsome monument, 
with a Japanese inscription, erected over the grave of the deceased in the 
cemetery at Berlin. 

COMMERCIAL. 

The produce markets generally are quiet, bat there is no indication of 
prices giving way. The transactions in rice have been less extensive this 
week than in the preceding ones, but previous rates were easily obtained, 
and as the stocks are much reduced, and no Jarge supplies expected for the 
present, no reduction of prices is anticipated. Cassia lignea continues in 
demand, and a further rise has been effected; the 1,200 chests lately ar- 
rived from Canton, per /’eru, are not yet in the market. There is an easy 
sale for pepper at full quotations. Spelter is calm, the prices demanded 
being too high to attract many purchasers; the only transaction reported 
being 5,000 centners for December delivery at 14 mks. 6 sch. banco. The 
money market is rather easier, discount 24 per cent.

THE NEW MAIL CONTRACTS. 


At length the terms of a new contract for the conveyance of 
the India and China mails have been arranged with the PENIN- 
SULAR AND ORIENTAL CoMPANY ; and the new service, which will 
come into operation in February next, will be organised on a 
basis which in most respects must be considered very satisfac- 
tory. The contract is for a longer period than the previous 
one (which was for seven years), and its terms are considerably 
higher. On these two points we are unable to give more 
precise information at present, it being considered inexpedient 
to publish full details until they are submitted to Parliament 
at the approaching session. 

The Marseilles route will still be adhered to, and between 
that port and Alexandria there will be a weekly direct line of 
steamers, in conjunction with a weekly line between Suez and 
Bombay. The Bombay mails will be made up in Lon- 
don each Friday evening, and the service abroad will 
be arranged with a view to ensure the delivery of the 
homeward mails in London on Monday morning. There will 
be a fortnightly service between Suez and Calcutta and China, 
connecting at Galle, as at present; and the mails for these 
places will be despatched with every alternate Bombay mail. 
In like manner the homeward China and Calcutta mail will be 
timed to reach Suez simultaneously with every alternate Bom- 
bay steamer. In short, the China mail in future will be a fort- 
nightly one, instead of twice in the calendar month; it will be 
despatched every alternate Friday, and delivered here, all cir- 
cumstances being favourable, every alternate Monday, On this 
side of the Isthmus the whole system will consist of a weekly 
vessel between Marseilles and Alexandria direct, with another 
to and from Southampton, touching at Malta as at present. It 
will be observed that no contract has been made for a line be- 
tween Brindisi and Alexandria ; as the port of Brindisi could 
not be substituted entirely for Marseilles, an extra service has 
been decided against, on the score of outlay. The Australitn 
mail will likewise be a fortnightly one, joining the China steamer 
at Galle, as at present. 

The advantages of the scheme are obvious. The uncertain 
intervals between the making up of the mails, owing to the 
difference in the lengths of the months and the intervention of 
Sundays, disappear in favour of a system of regularity and 
fixed days. The partial amalgamation of the two services can- 
not fail to have a favourable effect in promoting increased punctu- 
ality in the delivery of the inward mails. The days selected for 
despatch and arrival are beyond doubt the most suitable ones. 
And it is satisfactory to know that the new era we are 
about to enter upon is a permanent and not an experimental 
one. It will be observed that the existing system of one line 
between Suez and Calcutta, and another between Bombay and 
China—with transhipment at Galle—is still to be retained, 
instead of giving place to the direct trunk line from Suez to 
Hong Kong that we have always advocated. We must, how- 
ever, rest content with this arrangement for the present, as the 
outlay involved by the direct line is more than the Post-office 
will sanction. We are assured, however, that the boat frum 
Calcutta will always be despatched in time to avoid the 
possibility of detention to the China mail. It will 
be seen that the new service, however satisfactory in 
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itself, will not harmonise with the French line at all; indeed, 
if the Messageries steamers continue to be despatched on the 
19th of the month, probably in most cases the facilities at pre- 
sent offered by the French mail will be absolutely nullified. 
We imagine, however, that the French company will find it 
expedient to make a corresponding alteration by despatching 
their vessels on a given day in every fourth week, so as to bring 
their departure midway between two of the P. and O. mails. 
We trust some such arrangement as this will be urged by our 
own Government on that of France. We may add that Satur- 
day is the day fixed for both arrival and departure of the 
Southampton steamers ; and that the duration of stay at Singa- 
pore, and the question of calling at Penang, are still undecided. 


THE SALT TRADE WITH CHINA; 

Ir is a long time since we noticed the efforts made by the 
Salt Chamber of Commerce, of Northwich, to induce the 
Chinese Government to consent to the legalisation of salt as an 
article of import. The subject has, however, been revived at a 
recent meeting of the Chamber, and in the annual report read 
on this occasion considerable space is devoted to it, as the ap- 
pended extract will show. However praiseworthy their efforts 
may be, the extract does not say much for the practical sagacity 
of the Chamber. They contend “ That instead of being com- 
“* pelled to pay a high price for an inferior article, an oppor- 
“ tunity should be afforded to the salt dealers in China to obtain 
“a good article at a comparatively small cost ; and this could be 
“ afforded them by means of bonded stores such as exist in 
“ India.” And yet, almost in the same breath, they express a 
willingness that the salt, thus introduced, should be subject to 
“ payment of whatever duty the Chinese Government choose to 
“ levy.” A very slight knowledge of Chinese character would 
suffice to show the Chamber that the duty the Government 
would undoubtedly “choose to levy,” even if they allowed 
the article to be landed at all, would be a prohibitory one ; or 
if it were admitted into the tariff at a fair rate it would be- 
subjected to such illegal “ squeezes,” in addition to the nominal 
duty, as would virtually exclude it as an article of commerce, 


The efforts made to induce the Chinese Government to try the experi- 
ment of importing English salt have so far been unsuccessful, as would 
appear from the despatch of Her Majesty's Minister there, which will be 
found in the correspondence; but the Chamber are not discouraged by this 
circumstance, remembering as they do the great difficulty and extraordi- 
nary prejudices which existed amongst their own countrymeu in India, 
and which were only overcome by sheer perseverance. It must be evident 
to all who have studied the subject that a vast field exists in China for 
the importation of English salt, and that the people of that enormous . 
country are compelled to use an inferior article at a fabulous cost, kept up 
by the system of monopoly prevailing more or less throughout the Chinese 
empire. No doubt a very large revenue is derived from salt, nor does the 
Chamber seek to interfere at all with the revenue. They contend that in- 
stead of being compelled to pay a high price for an inferior article, an . 
opportunity should be afforded to the salt dealers in China to obtain a good 
article at a comparatively small cost, and this could be afforded.to them © 
byj means of bonded stores such as exist in India, where they 
could obtain the salt on payment of the local duty, whatever 
that may be. From all the evidence the Chamber has been able to 
collect on this most important question, it would appear that it is the 
Junk Interest who are opposed to its being imported from this country, 
under an impression, no doubt, that it ray interfere with their monopoly ; 
but this is quite a mistake. All that English salt manufacturers contend 
for is, that the Chinese Government shall allow them to take salt to 
Chinese ports for sale like any other merchandise, and that bonded depots 
shall be provided for its reception, to which purchasers can have access on 
payment of whatever duty the Chinese Government choose to levy. Some 
extracts from Shanghai and Singapore papers will show that it only requires 
an astute people like the Chinese to see their own interest in a matter of 
this kind in order to obtain their co-operation; but herein lies the whole 
difficulty. The great obstacle in China, according to the documents which 
the Foreign-office has received and allowed the Chamber to peruse, although 
it has placed an interdict upon their publication, is, as already observed, 
the interest which the junk owners and Chinese salt makers bring to bear 
on the Government, which meets us with the question—* How are we 
to provide a livelihood for the millions of people employed in the salt — 
manufacture?” We can only answer, hundreds perform in this country _ 
the work of the cited millions in China, and political economy would not . 
allow Europeans to raise such a question. Under all these circumstances 
the Chamber are of opinion that renewed efforts should be made by Her 
Majesty's representatives in China to induce the Chinese Government to 
follow the example of Calcutta, and provide Government depots, where 
salt could be stored until taken out on payment of duty. The Chamber 
has frequently pointed out the importance of this question to our shipping 
interest, which requires rough freight for China, and could afford to take 
salt on moderate terms if the needful facilities were afforded for its recep- 
tion at the ports. In concluding their remarks on this subject, the Chamber 
are forcibly impressed with the ignorance that prevails in China as to its 
real bearings, and it is only through the persevering efforts of diplomacy 
they can expect to succeed in their object. 





From our special correspondent we have some account of the 
result of the Japanese Embassy to St. Petersburg, sent for the 
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purpose of adjusting certain differences between Russia and 
Japan. The island of Krafto or Saghalien, at the mouth of 
the Amoor, has been hitherto by virtue of a former treaty the 
joint territorial property of the two empires, an inconvenient 
arrangement that has frequently given rise to misunder- 
standing:and disputes. The Japanese Embassy therefore, 
proposed to draw a line of demarcation, giving Russia the sole 
sovereignty over the northern part, and transferring the south- 
ern {half entirely to Japan. This offer however was declined 
by Russia, who made a proposal to Japan to cede to them 
their share of the island, and as a compensation transfer to 
Japan the Russian island of Urup, to the north of the boundary 
line fixed by the treaty of January 26, 1855. As this could 
not be conceded an agreement has been made between the 
Japanese Embassy and the Russian Government, securing to 
the inhabitants of both nationalities on Saghalien the liberty to 
settle in any part of the island they might deem desirable. 


Tue Liverpool Chamber of Commerce has addressed a re- 
monstrance to Sir SrarrorD NorrHoors, the Secretary of State 
for India, remonstrating against the stoppage of the survey 
undertaken ‘between Burmah and the frontier of China. A 
more short-sighted policy can hardly be conceived, and it 
is very far from being creditable to Sir Srarrorp, who has 
evidently given way to the obstructors in his council. 





We understand that the stoppage of the mail steamers Ellora 
and Orissa at Singapore, by the c aptains of H.M.’ ships Satelit 
and Zebra, has been brought to the notice of the postal au- 
thorities and the Admiralty, and those officers are not likely to 
repeat the experiment. 





A PAMPHLET has been put in circulation by Mr. E. H. Pot- 
LARD relative to his case with Chief Justice Smatz at Hong 
Kong. We understand that the Duke of Buckinenam, the 
Secretary for the Colonies, referred the matter to the Privy 
Council.

CHINESE ART. 
The following critique on Mr. Owen Jones’s Examples of 
Chinese Ornament is from the Pall Mall Gazette. It will be 
interesting to collectors of “ curios ” and Chinese objets dart. 


‘To most people this will be a surprising book. With the exception of 
a few well-instructed connoisseurs, we have been, most of us, in the habit 
of regarding a love for Chinese art as something little better than a 
morbid passion for collecting curiosities, and a taate for old china has been 
Great Western, and Great Northern lines. It would be difficult to estimate 
the loss, not merely to merchants and manufacturers, but to the com- 
munity in general. Railways are a recognised part of our social system, 
and we cannot do without them. It is impossible that we should allow 
them to drift into such financial destruction that the working could 
only be carried on at a loss, and therefore would cease altogether. 
Under these circumstances the State wonld doubtless interfere to prevent 
such a contingency. But here we come to the second pan of 
the question. How would the shareholders fare? If the line passed into 
the hands of the Government they would receive nothing more than the 
net profits, which, considering the expenses of Government management, 
would represent at best a vanishing quantity. It may be urged that this 
is in a great degree the present position. True, but the statement admits 
of some qualification. Affairs are usually best conducted by those who 
are chiefly interested. The motive for economy enforced by a reduced or 
non-existent dividend, is far more powerful than all the care and con- 
scientiousness of a public official. As we have already said, shareholders 
must take their own business in hand, and submit to the trouble of looking 
after their own interests. 

A certain amount of self-denial will undoubtedly have to be practised. 
It was certainly pleasant to hear a chairman propose a dividend at the 
rate of 5} per cent. per annum ont of net earnings which, as it has proved, 
had no existence. These fictitious distributions must be abandoned at 
once and for ever. What sort of responsibility rests upon the late direc- 
tors of the London and Brighton Company for pushing this system to its 
utmost limit we do not care to inquire. However the circumstances may 
be explained away, the actual fact remains, that the companyghas been 
brought to such a financiul state of destitution that it cannot pay its 
guaranteed dividends. Apparently, when the power of borrowing ceased, 
the power of paying ceased also. Happily the payment of fictitious di- 
vidends has received a severe if not fatal blow. Railway companies can- 
not raise money on capital account as easily as they used to do. Expenses 
of renewals and repair of rolling stock will have to come out of actual 
revenue. If the shareholders get less income they will at least have the 
satisfaction of knowing that their property is comparatively secure. The 
chief sufferers by the change of system will be contractors, engineers, 
Parliamentary lawyers, brokers, and negotiators of that most ruinous 

en of ingenuity, Lloyd’s bonds. The parties, however, have done 
#0 well in late years that they can have no reason to complain.

the ordinary proprietors have at least been participes criminis. It is only 
just to say that (to put it in moderate terms) a highly coloured report was 
received at a half-yearly meeting with all the outward signs of utmost 
satisfaction. The price of the shares rose perhaps the next day, and this 
simply condoned for suspicions of reticence or false statement. Besides, 
were not the accounts certitied by competent and well paid auditors? This 
confidence has had most fatal results. A proper railway andit entirely 
independent of the directors is required, if possible appointed by the Go- 
vernment, and working from day to day. 

Some misapprehension exists with regard to the additions to capital 
made by railway companies in late years. There is no doubt that the 
plan has been greatly misosed, but it does not follow that it is altogether 
wrong. Take, for example, an analogous case, that of a manufacturer. 
He finds his business increasing, and wishes to add a new wing to his 
factory. Capital is required for this purpose, and he borrows or takes a 
partner with, say £5,000. Thistransaction is perfectly legitimate; but 
what would be said, supposing that the manufacturer were to deal with 
this £5,000 by constructing his new building with £2,500, and putting 
the remaining £2,500 in his pocket as part of the general profits of the 
year? This is precisely what the railway companies have done, at least 
in some proved cases. It is no wonder that the same kind of transaction 
is suspected in many others, and that railway stocks, as banking shares 
were last year, are favourite marks to “ speculators for the fall.” 


THE EFFECTS OF USURY ON TRADE, 


A pamphlet, entitled ‘Usury, its Nature and Effects,” by Mr. W. C. 
Sillar, has just appeared, and will be read with much interest at the pre- 
sent juncture. It is written with the view of combating the growing 
tendency to usury, by pointing out its immorality and its detrimental 
effects on trade. Usury, says Mr. Sillar, by promising profit without risk, 
withdraws capital from bona fide trade, while trade carried on with bor- 
rowed capital undermines and destroys credit. The man who trades on 
borrowed capital virtually pledges his future labour, and thus becomes a 
slave. As a proof that usury is prejudicial to both the parties concerned, 
the writer points, on the one hand, to the long list of banks that have lately 
come to grief, each bank being, in effect, an association of usurers; and, 
on the other, to the still longer list of mercantile failures, arising from 
over-trading encouraged by facilities for borrowing capital, and b 
competition among inexperienced or reckless speculators furnished with 
money on usury by the banks. Mr. Sillar, however, goes much further 
than this; he regards usury as the bane of our railway system also (the 
usurers here being the debenture-holders), and even includes among the 
class thus stigmatised depositors in banks as well as shareholders. For, he 
argues, the man who may profess to abhor usury, and plumes himself on 
being content with receiving a modest 3 per cent. interest for his money 
from a joint-stock bank, knows full well that the bank may lend it to any 
financial company at a far higher rate; and for whatever ultimate harm 
results, he must be held responsible, on the principle “ Qui facit per alium, 
Jacit per se.” According to this theory, all depositors or shareholders, 
in whatever undertaking, must be regarded as uaurers. The pious old 
lady, and the timid clergyman, who invest their savings in the funds, are 
guilty of the worat kind of usury, for they lend money on interest to the 
State, which may use it for the most unholy of all purposes—war, Again, 
if investing money in public companies be usury, and if usury be an un- 
mitigated evil, then such undertakings as our noble mail steam com- 
panies—which we regard as the chief engines by which commercial pros- 
perity is promoted, and civilisation spread throughout the world —must be 
gigantic evils too; which is something very like a reductio ad 
Regarded from this point of view, Mr. Sillar’s ideas do not seem very 
practical. They are however expressed with great force and clearness, 
and exhibit a depth of thought and a degree of conscientiousness that 
must command the respect of even those who remain unconvinced by 
them. 





MAIL SUBSIDIES. 


An excellent leading article inthe Times of the 9th, apropos of the 
recent heavy losses of the Royal Mail Steam Company, concludea with the 
following reflections on the subject of subsidies, which apply equally to the 
P. and O. Company at the present jancture :—“ The British public is always 
apt to overwork the willing horse, and will often throw away a large sum 
in lavish generosity, or pure waste, and at the same time deal shabbily 
with those who do the work. Are they now prepared to see our mail com- 
panies virtually handicapped in the world’s race? The company 
which has just suffered this crowning calamity has to contend 
with a French company expressly paid to beat it out of the 
field. It is a matter in which money must tarn the scale, and is 
all but omnipotent, for the French lines may put their prices as low 
as they please if their Government is ready to pay all their expenses. 
It in effect may really one day come to this—that if you chcose to go by 
the French line you may have your passage paid for you. We are not 
fond of subsidies, yet the present is the time, if ever, that a good word 
might be said for them. The British company has to fight against this 
difference of subsidies by better speed and accommodation, by paying 
more attention to the comfort of the passengers, by providing better cabins, 
better food, and so forth. But by the aid of money the French will not 
be behind us in the race, for even without Government aid their railway 
accommodation is quite as good as ours at lower fares. This is a question 
of fairness. It is also a question of the general good. Are we prepared 
to see our mail companies beaten by mere force of higher subsidies? A 
race of subsidies is impossible, or at least madness. But a great inequality 
suggests consideration and invites to a broad treatment of the question.” 





Zeqgal, 
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Tue Cama STeaMsHiP AND Lazsuan Coat Company.—In the 
case of this company, which is in shag of liquidation, an application was 
made to the Master of the Rolls for permission to send out money to 
Labuan for the purpose Sof continuing the trade of the company. It 
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appeared that the main object of the applicants was to save one of the 
ships of the company from being sold under a great disadvantage, to defray 
the liabilities to which the ship was subject. Lord Romilly said that in 
the case of companies pecuniarily embarrassed he invariably refused to 
accede to applications for permission to carry on business on the ground 
that a loss would ensue if business were not carried on, because he had 
found by experience that loss did ensue when such permission was given. 
To accede to this application would most probably only add to the liabilitres 
of the company. 


Baxkguprcy Cougt.—1nw RE LyYaLL.—Mr. George Lyall, a member 
of the firm of Lyall Still, and Co., of Leadenhall-street, and of Horg 
Kong. This was an adjourned sitting for examination and discharge. The 
debts and liabilities of the firm at Hong Kong were returned at £]73,384, 
against assets £30,544, and the Jiabilities of the London house were 
£75,860, against which a claim of £75,860 was made upon the house at 
Hong Kong. Mr. Reed appeared for the assignees, and Mr. Lawrence 
for the bankrupt. The Court, by consent of all parties, granted an ad- 
journment for the completion of an inqniry now in progress in reference 
to the bankrupt’s affairs. 

Court or Banxrurtcy.—Re Lewis Batrova, Jun.—This was a 
first sitting for proofs of debts and choice of assignees. The bankrupt was 
described, upon his own petition, as of Spring-grove, Middlesex, and 
formerly of No. 2, Mussion-row, Caicutta, merchant. The only notice- 
able feature in the case worthy of report is the enormous amount of 
liability, which is returned in the preliminary statement of accounts at no 
less a sum than £392,632. The assets are at present undisclosed. The 
bankruptcy is ascribed to ill-health, and to the failure of Messrs. Small and 
Co., East India merchants, of Leadenhall-street, to whom £172,000 ap- 
pears to be due. The Agra and Masterman’s Bank (Limited) are creditors 
for £12,138; Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China, 
about £30,500; the Oriental Banking Corporation, £26,651 ; Compte de 
Paris, Calcutta, £23,713; the New Consolidated Discount Company, 
£9,000 ; the Discount Corporation, £5,000; the General Credit Com- 
pany, £4,000; Sanderson and Company, £8,000. No ereditors’ assignee 
having been chosen at the sitting, the case will be referred to Mr. Aldridge, 
the solicitor to the official assignee. Messrs. Duffield and Bruty are the 
solicitors under the petition. 

Bankruptcy Case.—In KE Francis QuitreR.—The bankrupt was 
an East India merchant, of Great St. Helen's and Mincing-lane. This 
was a prison adjudication. The bankrupt’s liabilities are £9,739; good 
debts, £788; bad and doubtful ditto, £2,852; assets not yet realised, 
£3,073. This was the sitting for examination and discharge. Mr. Al- 
dridge, who represented the official assignee (no trade assignee having been 
chosen ), examined the bankrupt as to the item of £3,073, ‘ assets not 
yet realised.” It appeared that it represented consignments on which ad- 
vances had been made, and that the amount would go to the secured 
creditors. This rendered an amendment of the accounts necessary, and 
his Honour directed an adjournment for that purpose. 


Banxrvurtcy Casg.—In rg W. Farxer HAMMOND.—The bankrupt 
wasan East India merchant of Great Tower-street, trading as W. P. 
Hammond and Co. This was the first sitting. Debts of between £4.000 
and £5,000 were proved ; but the aggregate liabilities are said to be about 
£20,000. Mr. Thomas Brooke, merchant, of Huddersfield, was chosen 
trade assignee. Messrs. Linklater and Co. are the solicitors under the 
proceedings, 

Re THE Bank or Hinbustan, Cana, anp Japan (Liurpgp).— 
MackaRiLe Sortn’s Casx.— Mr. Greene, Q.C., and Mr. Lindley moved 
on behalf of the official liquidator of the above banking company to restrain 
the Sheriffs of London and Middlesex from enforcing execution ofa writ 
of fi. fa. obtained against the bank by Mr. Smith for the costs incurred by 
him in an action brought against him by the bank (in which they failed) 
on a guarantee he had given. The bank claimed a set-off in respect of a 
debt cue to them of larger amount in respect of bills of exchange given 
for calls, Mr. Dickinson, Q.C., and Mr. Eddis, for Mr. Smith, contended 
that no right of set-off existed, as the jus tertit intervened, Mr. Smith’s 
attorney having an interest in the payment of the costs. The Vice-Chan- 
cellor held that whatever might be the rule of courts of law, in a court of 
equity no solicitor had such a lien for costs as could interfere with the right 
of set-off, and directed that, on payment of those costs. the sheriffs should 
withdraw ; that proceedings under the execution should be stayed, and that 
the custs of the sheriff should be added to Mr. Smith's debt to the bank, 
=i that the official liquidator should have his costs out of the estate of the 

ank. 

Narronpas v. GLEpsTaNes.—The question in this suit was sub- 
stantially the same as that which arose in a case of “ Narrondas v. Spring- 
field,” which was heard before the long vacation —namely, whether there 
was a specific appropriation of the proceeds of certain consignments of 
merchandise to this country to certain bills which had been drawn by the 
plaintiff, but not accepted. On the former occasion his honour had 
decided that there was, under very much the same circumstances ; in the 
precent case the defendants, merchants in London, having refused to 
accept two bills for £5,000, at six months, drawn on them by the plaintiffs, 
and not having returned the bills as to one consignment of cotton, though 
they had given alt the cotton and the other bill. The reason alleged was 
that Messrs. Lindsay and Co., through whom the consignments had been 
made, were bankrupts, and that there was sufficient doubt on the cor- 
respondence to warrant Messrs. Gledstanes and Co. in holding their hands. 
The plaintiffs, a Parsee firm, had been obliged to pay the bill, the proceeds 
of which were in court, and inasmuch as Messrs. Gledstanes and the other 
parties now made no claim, and Messrs. Gledstanes and Co. submitted 
that they were stakeholders and trustecs, the question was reduced to one 
of costs. Mr. Glasse, Q.C., and Mr. Eddis appeared for the plaintiffs; 
Mr. Druce, Q.C., and Mr. Everitt for Messrs. Gledstanes; Mr. De Gex, 
Q.C., and Mr. Lawrence for the assignees of Lindsay and Co.; Mr. 
Gardner for Messrs. Lindsay and Co. His honour said there was a clear 
appropriation.

Master-Shipwright, and is to carry two 6}|b. pivotgunsand four 64-pounder 
guns. She is to be fitted up with 35U-horse power engines by Penn and 
Son, and her screw will be a two-fang Griffith's. er length between 
perpendiculars is 212/t. ; length of keel for tonnage, 185/t.

The Army and Navy Gazette observes that the Government 
has this year passed over a dozen of the officers who came to the front in 
the Crimea, in China, and in the Arctic regions, to serve those with no 
better claims to one honour or the other. ‘If war-services, decorations 
won in action, and distinguished conduct against the Queen’s enemies 
govern the award, we should like to know in what respect Captains Francis 
Egerton, Richard Powell, and George Preedy have claims superior to Cap- 
taina Arthur Cochrane, Leopold George Heath, H. S. Hillyar, Lord John 
Hay, John Hayes, or Sherard Osborn. If, on the other hand, it is pleaded 
that the election of those «fficers, especially Captains Powell and Preedy, 
was made on the grounds of their long and arduous service, apart from their 
opportunities in war of distinguishing themselves, then, we say, compare 
either their sea-guing services—actual, not harbour service—with those 
of Captains George Richards and Sir Leopold M'‘Clintock, both of whom 
served in the Polar Seas, and the latter of whom, apart from being the 
discoverer of Franklin’s fate was in those regions almost continuously from 
1848 to 1859, and has now thirty years’ sea service of no ordinary cha- 
racter, If length of time in the navy, or sea service, or harbour and sea 
service combined, are to be grounds for the award, why, we would ask Mr. 
Corry, step over the heads of so many deserving officers and halt at 
Captain Preedy ? Why not go on to Matthew Nolloth, who has been five 
years longer in the service, and five vears lounger struggling through the 
junior grades, and whose career has been spent in remote, unhealthy 
stations, with actual sea-going work instead of being, as Captain Preedy 
has been, for the raajor portion of his career in the Mediterranean and 
home stations? Nay, why should my lords have halted at Captain Nol- 
loth if age and long service in the humbler offices were to be weighed as a 
claim ?” 

An Admiralty order has been received at Chatham dockyard directing 
one of the two twin screw high pressure steam launches, returned to that 
establishment from the Paris Exhibition, to be fitted as a tender for the 
armour-clad ship Defence, attached to the steam reservejat Devonport, and 
the other to be retained as a tender for the iron ship Hercules, now under 
construction at Chatham. 


His Netherlands Majesty's twin-screw armoured iron turret-ship Prins 
Hendrik, Capt. Jansen, has arrived at Spithead from Nieuwe Diep, on a 
month’s cruise between the English and French Channel ports. Capt. 
Jansen, immediately after the arrival of the Prins Hendrik at Spithead, 
landed at Portsmouth, and was introduced to the chief naval and military 
authorities of the port and garrison by the Chevalier L. A. Vandenburgh, 
the Netherlands Consul at Portsmouth. The Prins Hendrik will go into 
Portsmouth harbour this morning from Spithead, and remain there until 
her departure for other ports. Shg will visit next in succession Plymouth, 
Cherbourg, and Brest, and from the last-named port return direct te 
Holland. She sailed from Nieuwe Diep on the 1st inst., experiencing very 
fine weather, and exhibiting very good qualities as a sea-boat. Very 
satisfactory practice with shot and full powder charges at long range was 
made from the guns in the two turrets between Nieuwe Diep and the 
English Channel. The turrets worked admirably. The Pring 
Vendrik is manned with a crew of 230 men, and carries two 
turrets each mounting two 9-inch 12-ton rifled muzzle-loading 
guns. She has a length between perpendiculara of 230ft., a beam 
of 44ft., and a tonnage measurement of 2,096. The armour-plating on 
her sides and the backs of her turrets is 44 inches in thickness on a back 
ing of the Warrior's target strength ; but round the gunports of the tur 
rets, or the turret's face proper, the thickness of the armour-plating is 1] 
inches.

The chartered steamer Mendoza left Woolwich Arsenal for Abyssinia 
on the 4th inst. with the last battery of mountain guns, and a vast quantity 
of ammunition, rockets, she!ls, &c. Amongst the ammunition on board 
are 180 tons, filling 4,840 boxes, of Snider cartridges from the scene of the 
late explosion in the east laboratory of the Arsenal, together with 800 shells 
for the mountain guns. The number of persons on board is 350 officers 
and men of the Royal Engineers, including the 10th Company of Royal 
Engineers, in command of Captain Le Mesurier, with two detachments of 
scientific men, consisting of telegraph manipulators, artisis, phutographers, 
surveyors, well-sinkera, &c. There were also on board twenty assistant- 
surgeons for service in the Abyssinian campaign. As the Mendoza left she 
was vocifcrously cheered. 

Lieut.-Col. Milward, R.A., Assist.-Director of Ordnance at the War 
Department, having been selected by Gen. Sir Robert Napier to command 
the mountain gun and rocket brigade attached to the Abyssinian expedi- 
tion, is ordered to hold himself in readiness to embark on buard the Indian 
troopship Crocodile, to sail on the 2let inst. Col. Milward has been 
granted six months’ leave of absence, his duties at the War-oftice to be 
carried out in the meantime by Col. Younghusband, R.A., now in Paris. 

The Himalaya, which bas been taken up by the Hon. Council of India 
for the conveyance of reinforcements for the various corps serving in the 
Madras Presidency, embarked at Gravesend detachments of the Royal 
Artillery, from the Ist division of the depot brigade, 2nd battalion of the 
19th Regiment, 2nd battalion of the 24th Regiment, 3rd battalion of the 
60th Rifles, and the 76th Regiment, the whole numbering 359 non-com- 
missioned officers and men, with 20 soldiers’ wives and 25 children. 

The chartered troopship Countess Russell, which has been taken up by 
the Government for the conveyance of troops to India, embarked at 
Gravesend, for Kurrachee, 309 non-commissioned officers and men, with 36 
soldiers’ wives and children, belonging to the 7th (Queen’s Own) Hussars

and 106th (Bombay Light Infantry) Regiments. 

‘Fhe Lords of the Admiralty have just concluded another contract with 
the Thames Shipbuilding Company at Blackwall for a muster ship to the 
Velage. She is to have a very favourite old name—Active. She is tu be 
built of iron, but is to have a wooden kottom, which is to be coppered. 
She is to be 2,322 tons, 600 horse-power, and is to be driven by twin

' 3. That it is of vital importance to the interests of the shareholders of 
the China Steam Ship and Labuan Coal Company (Limited), that an 
immediate remittance of £5,000 be made to the East, sufficient to prevent 
the impending sacrifice of the property of the company. 

_ 4, That it is expedient to call up the balance of the remainder of the 
capital of the China Steam Ship and Labuan Coal Company (Limited), for 
the purpose of paying off all the liabilities of the company and continuing 
the working of the concern until the liabilities are discharged.

The directors, however, regret to state that the winding-up of the 
operations of the previous very unfavourable year will entail a 
further Joss to the bank, which will be provided for when the 
annual accounts are made up. An interim dividend of 3 per 
cent. for the half-year to the 30th June has been paid, and a 
balance of £60,002 has been carried forward to this half-year's 
accouut. The balance-shect shows that the liabilities of the 
bank are £6,767,984, exclusive of the capital, £750,000. The 
reserve fund remains at £145,902. The issue of this report 
did not cause any fall in the shares. 

The official liquidator of the Commercial Bank of India will 
appear before the court on the 16th inst., for the purpose of 
obtaining permission to enforce a call of £10 per share on the 
shareholders, who will then have the opportunity of laying their 
views before the Vice-Chancellor as to a resuscitation. 

A meeting has been held of the creditors of Messrs. Vivanti, 
Annett, and Balfour, in the silk trade, who stopped payment ox 
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the 26th ult. The balance-sheet, prepared by Messrs. Honey 
and Humphreys, the accountants, shows liabilities to the amount 
of upwards of £400,000, but only £39,245 is expected to rank 
against the estate, while the net assets reach £22,362. It was 
resolved to adjourn for a month, and meanwhile the affairs of 
the firm are to be liquidated under supervision. 

The large parcel of Mexican dollars by the last West India 
steamer has been sold at 58 15-16d., showing a decline on last 
rates. The greater part was taken for refining purposes. The 
loss of the Rhone, with a further supply of dollars, will cause a 
recovery in prices. 

The experiment of direct shipments from England to Chefoo 
and Tientsin has been at length tried by the despatch of the 
Challenger with a cargo, which is detailed in our Export Supple- 
ment. 

The loss of the Maggie Leslie, owned by Messrs. Leslie and 

Co., Newcastle, in the Straits of Gaspar, has been reported. 
She left Foochow for London on 29th Aug. with 630,500 lbs. 
tea. The steamer Agamemnon arrived at Mauritius on lst Oct., 
23 days from Hong Kong, and left on 3rd for London. This 
information arrived by this morning’s mail, and its non receipt 
by telegram caused some anxiety as to her safety, she having 
left Hong Kong on the day of the typhoon, 8th Sept. 
'' There is little change to note in the markets generally. 
Trade continues depressed, and the Bank rate of discount 
unchanged. The last Bank return is not viewed as very 
favourable with regard to the prospects of trade. It is evident 
there is no expansion, because the revenue payments are not 
well supported. The decrease in the public deposits this week 
represents £251,736 ; the total standing at £5,145,163. The

The directors of the London and Caledonian Marine Insurance 
Company (Limited) have commenced the movement by an- 


nouncing a call of £2 per share. 

The 81st report of the directors of the Madras Railway Company has 
been issued. The gross receipts show an increase over the corresponding 
half-year of £9,706, and the net receipts of £10,722, a difference to be 
explained by the decrease in expenditure. The number of passengers has 
been greater than in any previous six months, though the receipts there- 
from were somewhat larger in the corresponding period of 1866. The 
goods traffic, exclusive of railway materials, shows an increase over that 
period, both in tonnage and receipts. No further extension of the north- 
west line has taken place, but a section of about 32 miles of it, in advance 
of the present terminus at Moodanoor, is so far completed that material 
trains are already running over it. When opened, the railway will extend 
to within thirty miles of Gooty, and will be ready, it is hoped, to bring 
down the cotton crop of that and the adjoining districts in the beginning 
of the year. The half-million of share capital referred to in the directors’ 
last report having now been nearly all paid up by the holders in advance 
of calla, and applied in part to meet expenditure, resolutions will be sub- 
mitted to the meeting to authorise the issue of further capital for the pro- 
secution of the company’s undertakings. 

In anticipation of the extraordinary general meeting of the Central 
Argentine Railway Company, the directors inform the proprietors that the 
negotiations entered into with the Government of the Argentine Republic 
and the contractors (Messrs. Brassey, Wythes, and Wheelwright), for 
r aising the remainder of the capital requisite to complete the line to the 
olty of Cordova, have been satisfactoril y completed. The amount required 
is £600,000, being the portion not hitherto issued of the company’s capital. 
Towards this sum the Congreas has subscribed half, and the rmaiming 
moiety has been taken by the contractors in debentures at par, having five 
years to run, and bearing interest of 7 per cent. per annum, the same 
amount of interest as guaranteed by the Government. 

The report of the directors of the Oriental Gas Company for the past 

twelve months has been issued. It states that the general revenue account 

shows a balance available for dividend, after adding £1,000 to the reserve 
fund, of £12,192 5s. 10d., from which the directors recommend a divi- 
dend of 6 per cent. free of income-tax, payable on the 3rd December next, 
making, with the interim payment of 3 per cent. in June last, a total dis- 
tribution of 9 per cent. for the year. The report also states that the public 
lights have been increased, and that the results of the private lighting have 
been very satisfactory. 

The Washington Marine Insurance Company of New York has collapsed, 
owing to the very heavy losses it has suffered from marine disasters during 
1865 and 1866. The courts have ordered it into liquidation, and its 
pre rvasa shows liabilities amounting to $858,048, and assets only 

660. 

An extraordinary meeting of the National Provincial Marine Insurance 
Company (Limited) is called for the 26th inst., when a resolation will be 
proposed in favour of an amalgamation with the Etna Insurance Company 
(Limited). 

The European Assurance Society has discontinued fire insurances, and 
restricted its business to life, guarantee, and annuities. Mr. J. Hamer 
Owens, late manager of the fire department, has been appointed London 
manager of the Etaa, to which office the fire business of the European has 
been transferred. 

The Nova Scotia and New Brunswick (atercolonial) Railway Company 
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has been registered in London, with a capital of £600,000, in 80,000 shares 
of £20 each, and with power to increase. This important undertaking, to 
which it is understood an imperial guarantee is to be accorded, will pro- 
bably be soon brought out here. 

Vice-Chancellor Malins made an order on Friday for the winding-up of 
the Royal Bank of Liverpool, subject to the supervision of the Coart. 

At an extraordinary general meeting of proprietors of East Anglian 
Stock on Friday the proposed rearrangement between the Great Eastern 
and the East Anglian proprietors was declined, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to see what modifications could be made in the proposal. 

The suspension of Messrs. W. A. White and Co., hop and seed factors, 
has been announced. The liabilities are stated at £90,000. 

A prospectus has been issued of the Lincoln Gold Company, with 
capital of £160,000 in shares of £2, to purchase some mining claims in 
California, after a certain trial of the property shall have been made by an 
agent from England.

Tea.—The same quiet tone has pervaded the tea market during the 
week. The trade have bought most cautiously of the Monings ex 
Whinfell, and some chops have been much divided to effect sales. 
Foochow Congous: In Siftings and broken leaf we have nothing vew to-. 
report. Fair to medium, of late import, continue as difficult of sale as 
ever, although we do not alter quotations; fine and finest also remain 
much as last advised. Black Leaf Congous: Common to fair is saleable ° 
in small quantities at 114d. to ls. Good medium Monings ex Whin- 
fell have been sold at Is. 84d. per Ib.; fine at 1s. 10d. to 2s. 2d. per Ib., 
and a sale of finest is reported at 2s. 6d. per lb., but these have not sold 
so readily as the earlier arrivals. Tayshan Congous are unaltered. Scented 
Capers sell slowly at late prices, and Scented Orange Pekoes are almost 
entirely neglected. Green Teas: There is nothing new to report iv these 
descriptions. The Indian sale of the 11th inst. comprised 2,776 packages.
